71 Auing in our laſt yeeres diſcourſe of 
| Himatia Poleos, ſuthciently approued 
the true antiquirie, and primary Ho- 
&+| nour of Englands Draperie , heere 
e| in the'Citic of Londowx, firſt granted 
- by King R 1cyarp the firſt, and te- 
conded by his her King z John,by enſtalling that fa- 
mous noble Gentleman , Sir Henry Fitz-Alwine 
Knight, in the firſt dignity of L. Maior of London, 

wherein he continued (by yeerely election) the ſpace 
of twenty foure yceres and an halte, and longer had 
done, ifhec had longer lived : Seeing likewile, that 
Drapery triumpheth now two yeers together, by ſuc- 
ccſhon of two Lord Maiors in one and the ſame So- 
ciety : I held itnor fit (finding my fclte not barren of 
inucntion , in a Theame of ſuch {cope and large CX= 
rendure ) to runne againe the {ame courſe of antique 
honour : but rather to wumpe with the tune, which 
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uermore affeerh nouelry , ina new forme of this ſe- 
cond yeeres trumph , prepared tor that honourable 4 
and worthy brother of Drapery, Sir /o4 Jolles, Knight 
and Alderman , on the day of his entrance into to 
higaa dignine. 

On Monday, being the 32. ot October, 1615. ac- 
corcing to aunctent and moſt honourable cuttome, 
the L. Maior being to pallc by water to VVeſtmin- 
ter, in company of his wi Thy Brethren, and atten- 
dedby all other Companies in their ſeuerall Bardges 
made ht tor triumph , atter ſuch manner as formerly 1 
hath been obſerued : The firſt deuice that welcom- 
meth him tothe water, 15 an inuention proper to thar 
nature, and thought aptro conduct him in his pat- 
fage. He being both a Draper and Stapler,and theic 
wo protctſions (in former umes) appertaining to the 
Brcehren of Londons Drapery, trading only in wools 
and woollen cloth, the then chicte riches of the king, 
dome:both thetic myſteries meeting together {o con- 
ueniently 1 in one man, did account 1t as a finne in inc | 
to funder rhem,and theretorc made vic of that Creaft 
or Cogntzaunce ot the Golden Fliece, given by aun- 
C1CNT Heraldrie to them both , and remaining it! m 
firme torce with the Draper , as their Eicurchion of 
Armes maketh manitcit. 

In a goodly . 1rgor . thaped to neere as Art could 
yeeld it , to that of fuch auncicnt and honourable 
tame, as conuaied /zſor and his valiant Argorantes of | 
Greeceto fetch away the Golden fleece from Cholchos: 
we make vie of that memorable hittorie.as fit both tor 
the time and occation., Thercm alotrt fitteth Medea, | 
whole louc to /1ſo,was fs beft meancs tor obtaining | 
w the | 
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A erropolu Coronata. 
the Golden fleece : And therefore, as till witne(. 
fing-the fiery zeale ofher afte&ion rowards him, ſhe 
ſitreth| playing with his loue-lockes, and wantoning 
1th him in all pleafing daliance , to compaſle the 
more ſcrtled affurance ot his conſtancy : His noble 
Companions , as Hercules, Telamon, Orphens, Caſtor, 
Pollux', Calats and Zethes the Sonnes of Bore , are 
icated about him in their ſeuerall degrees , attired in 
taire gle Armours , bearing triumphall Launces, 
wreathed abour with Lawrell, Shields honoured with 
the Impreile of the Golden fleece, and their heads 
circled with Lawrell , according to the manner of all 
famous Conquerors. This Argoe 1s rowed by divers 
comely Eunuches, which continually atrended on 
Megea,and the tauouring them bur to paſſe vnder the 


- Bleece/of Golde, had all their garments immediatly 


ſprinkled ouer with golde , >euen as if it had ſhowred 
downe in droppes vpon them, and fo they rowe on 1 
laſons trumph. 

Hauing thus borrowed the helpe of this well 
knowne ftoric , to honour the day of our London [4- 


\ ſon : we doe Poetically interre, that Neptune hauing 
declared hunſclte kinde in their comming hither,and 


Thame/is ſhewen her lelfe as gractous, in paſſing ouer 
her watry boſome, , To make h1strumph more maic- 
call , hey lend the afliftance of their Sea Charior.
